I. Claims 1, 3-12, 14-15 and 16 recite filter processing apparatus / method / 
storage medium having the "delaying the input data by a predetermined amount in 
accordance with the type of data". 

II. Claims 2, 13 and 17 recite filter processing apparatus / method / storage 
medium having the "storage means for storing data from the respective arithmetic 
units" 

III. Claims 18-24 recite filter processing apparatus / method having the detail of 
connection of "cascaded" arithmetic units. 

IV. Claims 25-32 and 34 recite filter processing apparatus / method / storage 
medium having the detail of each arithmetic unit (adders, subtracters .., multiplier 
or position converter).
